357,101.39, again of more than 18 million doliars over 
‘the previous season. 

This means that just under $3 out of every $4 
spent for agricultural products in the county poured 
into the Glades area. 

“The most astounding thing to me,” said Associ" 
we County Agent John Causey, "is the fact that we 
have increased sugar can since the 1960-61 season 

| to 220,000 acres during the 1963-64 season, without 
a decrease in vegetable production. 

"In fact,” Mr. Causey pointed out, "this is the 
highest year for vegetables we have ever had in 
the Glades or the entire county.”

‘Labor Retirement Home Benefits | 
iA From Holland-Smathers Tax Bill 


Spessard Holland's 
fort (9 assis 
n the ccntinue. 
operation of a retirement home 
n Florida for its elécrly mera 
bers was successfully cenclud 
ed today when President John 
ned into law a bill e 
empting certain types of in 
come from federal taxation 
he Senate version of the bill 
pred and introduced by 
Holland for himsel 
enator Smathers, was de- 
gned to relieve an inequity 
suttered by the United Broth 
erhood of Carpenters and Join: 
ers which has maintained a re- 
tirement home for its member- 
ship in Lakeland, Fla, since 
1928. Operation of the home de- 
pends, in great part, upon in- 
come derived from an adjacent 
citrus grove which the union 
purchased with retirement due: 
paid by its membership. A 1962 
federal tax ruling defined the 
grove profits as unrelated in- 
come subject to normal federal 
tax. As a result of this decision, 
the union was assessed $1.68 
million as total taxes due, to- 
gether with penalties and intei 
est, for the period 1951-60. The 
carpenters union paid the a: 
ment under protest in, order to 
halt further accumulated in- 
debtedness. 

Believing the ruling to be un- 
fair and one which would re- 
quire abolishment of a needed 
haven for the aged, and would 
discourage such organizations 
from caring for their own, Sena" 
tors Holland and Smathers in- 
troduced corrective legislation 
in February, 1963. Congressman 
James A. Haley offered a com- 
panion bill in the House. The 
House ultima ately Passed simil:
